In  this  report  of  Catholic  Indian  mission  work  during  1910  among 
the  tribes  of  the  United  States,  information  is  given  of  missionary 
effort  in  certain  localities,  concerning  which  no  notice  has  been  made 
in  former  reports  for  the  reason  that  heretofore  requests  for  statistics 
have  not  been  heeded  or  because  the  fact  that  the  Indians  in  these 
particular  instances  received  spiritual  attention  had  not  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  Bureau. 

A  new  convent  has  been  erected  during  the  year  at  Oldtown,  Maine, 
for  the  Sisters  who  teach  the  Indian  children  of  that  vicinity — the 
State  Legislature  of  1909  having  appropriated  $5,00000  for  this  pur¬ 
pose.  As  the  building  cost  $6,500.00,  the  remaining  $1,500.00  was 
advanced  by  the  Bishop  of  Portland  on  the  understanding  that  the 
.Stale  would  refund  that  amount. 

During  1910  the  day  school  for  Osage  children  taught  by  the  Sisters 
of  St.  Erancis  at  Pawhuska,  Oklahoma,  was  closed. 

The  Mission  Day  School  of  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  at  the  old 
^Mission  of  San  Xavier  del  Bac,  near  Tucson,  Arizona,  has  been  made 
a  Government  school,  the  Sisters  having  been  incorporated  into  the 
Government  service. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  virtue  of  which  the  Benedictine 
Eathers  of  Mount  Angel,  Oregon,  are,  at  some  future  date,  to  take 
charo-e  of  the  mission  work  on  the  Grande  Ronde  Reservation,  Oresfon. 

The  Sisters  of  the  Blessed  Sacrament  liave  been  obliged  to  make 
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provision  for  boarding  pupils  in  their  new  school  at  Winnebago, 
Nebraska,  and  for  this  purpose  a  neat,  commodious  building  has  been 
erected  by  Mother  M.  Katharine  Drexel. 

Rev.  L.  Favreau  has  been  transferred  from  Elbowoods  to  St. 
John’s,  a  post  among  the  Turtle  Mountain  Chippewas  of  North  Da¬ 
kota.  The  Elbowoods  Mission,  since  the  division  of  the  Diocese  of 
Fargo,  falls  within  the  Diocese  of  Bismarck,  and  Right  Reverend 
Bishop  Wehrle  has  placed  at  Elbowoods  two  Benedictine  Fathers.  In 
addition  to  the  Immaculate  Conception  Memorial  Chapel  the  Bishop 
has  built  a  residence  for  the  Fathers  and  has  completely  renovated 
and  furnished  the  school  building.  The  Marquette  League  donated 
$1,000.00  for  the  chapel,  and  the  Bureau,  with  funds  contributed  to 
it  specifically  for  these  purposes,  supplied  $500.00  for  the  priest’s 
house  and  $2,000.00  for  repairing  and  furnishing  the  school  building. 
However,  these  various  donations  probably  did  not  cover  a  fourth 
part  of  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  Bishop  in  equipping  the  Elbo- 
wood’s  Mission. 

Bishop  Wehrle  has  secured  the  services  of  four  Benedictine  Sisters 
for  the  Elbowoods  School,  which  opened  October  ist  and  has  an 
attendance  of  46  pupils.  There  has  been  an  urgent  demand  for  this 
school  for  many  years. 

Rev.  Isidore  Ricklin.,  .O.  S.  B.,  spent  a  good  portion  of  the  year  in 
the  East  soliciting  funds  for  the  rebuilding  of  St.  Patrick’s  Mission 
School,  Anadarko,  Oklahoma,  which  was  de.stroyed  by  fire  in  1909. 

Rev.  William  Hughes,  of  San  Jacinto,  California,  has  been  appointed 
lecturer  for  the  Bureau  in  the  hope  that  by  his  efforts  the  Preserva¬ 
tion  Society  may  be  promulgated  more  rapidly  and  the  financial 
returns  of  the  Bureau  materially  increased.  At  present,  with  Chicago 
for  his  headquarters.  Father  Hughes  is  doing  work  in  the  Middle 
West  similar  to  that  which  is  being  done  in  the  East  by  Rev.  Charles 
Warren  Currier. 

Rev.  John  Raster,  of  New  London,  Wisconsin,  has  been  appointed 
diocesan  representative  of  the  Preservation  Society  for  the  Diocese 
of  Green  Bay. 

During  the  year,  besides  the  Immaculate  Conception  Memorial 
Chapel,  Elbowoods,  North  Dakota,  new  chapels  have  been  built  at 
the  following  points:  La  Jolla  and  Rincon,  California — donations  of 
Bishop  Conaty ;  Soboba,  California — donation  of  Bishop  Conaty,  much 
of  the  material  and  labor  being  supplied  by  the  Indians  and  Eather 
Hughes;  Campo,  California — donation  of  Patrick  Garvan,  of  New 
York,  through  the  Marquette  League;  Pechanga,  California — donation 
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in  lionor  of  Miss  Margaret  Williamson,  deceased,  received  through 
Mother  M.  Katharine  Drexel ;  Heart  Butte,  Blackfeet  Reservation, 
Montana — donation  of  readers  of  The  Indian  Sentinel,  particularly  of 
a  gentleman  of  Philadelphia  and  his  sister;  Chin  Lee,  Arizona — the 
work  of  the  Franciscan  Fathers,  Cincinnati  Province;  Mescalero,  ISiew 
Mexico — Marquette  League  donation. 

The  chapel  at  Soboba  is  a  particularly  fine  one  of  concrete.  The 
chapel  at  Mescalero  is  a  reproduction  of  the  Soboba  chapel  in  adobe. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  between  the  Bishops  of  Los  Angeles 
and  Tucson  whereby  the  Bishop  of  Tucson  provides  a  priest  for  the 
Yuma  Indians  and  the  Bishop  of  Los  Angeles  supplies  the  salary. 
This  is  a  very  practical  solution  of  a  problem  that  has  proved  embar¬ 
rassing  in  the  past.  The  Yuma  Reservation  is  in  California  in  an 
isolated  portion  of  the  Los  Angeles  Diocese  and  is  uninviting  as  a 
place  of  residence  for  a  priest.  Just  across  the  Colorado  River,  its 
eastern  boundary,  is  the  flourishing  town  and  parish  of  Yuma,  in  the 
Diocese  of  Tucson.  Under  the  present  arrangement  the  missionary 
to  the  Yumas  will  live  with  the  pastor  of  the  town  of  Yuma  and  attend 
the  Government  school  at  Ft  Yuma  and  the  Indians  on  the  California 
side  of  the  river. 

For  the  further  work  of  the  Bureau  and  the  missionaries  during 
the  year,  attention  is  called  to  the  following  chronicle,  especially  the 
tables : 

CATHOLIC  SIOUX  CONGRESS,  FORT  YATES, 

NORTH  DAKOTA. 

This  great  Catholic  Sioux  Congress,  June  25-29,  1910,  in  which  about 
4,000  Indians  of  the  tribes  of  North  and  South  Dakota,  Minnesota  and 
Montana  participated,  was  honored  by  the  presence  of  His  Excel- 
lenc}",  the  Most  Rev.  Diomede  Falconio,  Apostolic  Delegate  to  the 
United  States,  and  the  Right  Reverend  Bishops  of  Bismarck  and 
Lead.  The  Director  of  the  Bureau  and  many  missionaries  also  at¬ 
tended.  The  time  was  spent  in  religious  exercises  and  in  the  discussion 
of  the  temporal  and  spiritual  affairs  of  the  assembled  tribes.  The 
Indians  presented  the  Apostolic  Delegate  with  an  offering  of  $100.00 
for  the  Holy  Eather. 

CATHOLIC  SIOUX  CONGRESS  OF  CHEYENNE  RIVER 

AGENCY,  SOUTH  DAKOTA. 

A  second  Congress  was  held  at  Cheyenne  River  Agency,  July 
J5-17,  1910,  for  the  especial  benefit  of  the  South  Dakota  Indians,  the 
Bishop,  of  Lead  presiding. 
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THE  MOHONK  CONFERENCE. 

The  Director  of  the  Bureau  attended  the  Lake  Mohonk  Conference 
of  Friends  of  the  Indian  and  other  Dependent  Peoples,  which  met  at 
Lake  Mohonk,  N.  Y.,  October  21,  1910.

The  Director  of  the  Bureau  attended  and  addressed  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Marquette  League  on  May  4th,  1909.

*Th6  term  of  the  contracts  for  these  schools  is  9  months,  for  the  other  schools  12 
months. 
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It  should  be  observed  that  the  Bureau,  on  account  of  these  con¬ 
tracts,  is  not  relieved  of  a  financial  burden  equal  to  the  amount  re¬ 
ceived  per  contract  by  the  schools  which  are  compensated  out  of  tribal 
funds,  because  of  the  fact  that  the  per  capita  compensation  granted 
under  the  contracts  is  far  in  excess  of  that  granted  by  the  Bureau 
to  the  schools  it  supports — the  “Tribal-funds”  contract  granting  as  a 
rule  $io8  per  capita,  while  the  Bureau  rarely  pays  more  than  $70  per 
capita;  but  the  Bureau  is  relieved  of  an  obligation  equal  to  the  amount 
it  would  pay  for  the  pupils  in  the  mission  contract  schools,  if  these 
schools  received  no  assistance  from  tribal  funds. 

It  is  but  just  to  observe  that  missions  having  schools  which  enjoy 
“Tribal-funds”  contracts,  since  in  such  schools  a  much  larger  per  capita 
compensation  is  realized,  should  be  self-supporting;  hence,  so  far  as 
such  missions  are  concerned,  the  support  of  catechists,  the  building  of 
chapels  and  meeting  houses  should  not  be  thrown  upon  the  charity  of 
the  public,  which  in  its  contribution  of  money,  of  cast-off  clothing,  etc., 
etc.,  should  direct  its  charity  rather  to  those  missions  whose  schools  do 
not  have  “Tribal-funds”  contracts. 

RATIONS. 

The  only  schools  at  the  present  time  receiving-  rations  are  those  of 
Holy  Family  Mission,  Blackfeet  Agency,  Montana. 

LENTEN  COLLECTION. 

During  1910  the  Bureau  received  for  the  schools  the  sum  of 
$29,000.00  from  the  Lenten  Collection  fund. 

ASSOCIATION  OF  THE  HOLY  CHILDHOOD. 

The  Association  of  the  Holy  Childhood  in  1910  made  an  allocation 
to  the  Catholic  Indian  Schools  of  $1,200.00. 

SOCIETY  FOR  THE  PROPAGATION  OF  THE  FAITH. 

In  the  year  1910  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Faith  con¬ 
tributed  $3,840.73  to  the  Bureau  for  Catholic  Indian  educational  pur¬ 
poses. 


PRESERVATION  SOCIETY. 

On  April  28,  1909,  the  Most  Reverend  Incorporators  of  the  Bureau 
formally  requested  the  American  Eederation  of  Catholic  Societies  to 


20 


take  a  special  interest  in  the  Preservation  Society  and  to  secure  and 
maintain  for  it  a  membership  of  eight  hundred  thousand. 

In  response  to  this  request,  the  Eighth  National  Convention  of 
American  Federation  of  Catholic  Societies,  held  at  Pittsburg,  Pa., 
August  8-1 1,  1909,  adopted  the  following  resolutions: 

“We  hold  that  one  of  the  fundamental  duties  of  both 
Church  and  State  is  to  provide  solicitously,  intelligently 
and  effectually  for  the  welfare,  corporally  and  spiritually, 
of  the  Indian  people  who  were  the  original  owners  of  this 
land.  We  commend  the  noble  work  done  for  our  aborigi¬ 
nes  by  the  Catholic  Indian  Commission,  consisting  of  His 
Eminence  Cardinal  Gibbons  and  of  the  Most  Rev.  Arch¬ 
bishops  of  Philadelphia  and  New  York. 

“We  recommend  that  all  the  organizations  affiliated  with 
the  Federation  co-operate  cordially  with  these  zealous 
prelates  in  their  plans  for  the  accomplishment  of  this 
great  work  of  charity  and  justice,  and  we  urge  the 
naming  of  a  standing  committee,  the  special  office  of 
which  shall  be  to  foster  the  missions  among  the  Indians.” 

On  October  30,  1909,  the  Secretary  of  the  Federation  wrote  the 
Director  of  the  Bureau  expressing  a  willingness  to  do  whatever  might 
be  possible  to  help  the  Indian  missions  financially ;  but  he  stated  that 
the  Federation  as  constituted  could  only  assist  in  bettering  legisla¬ 
tion — by  a  national  appeal  or  protest ;  that  so  far  as  giving  financial 
assistance  to  the  many  worthy  causes  deserving  the  same  it  was  power- 
less  to  act. 

The  Federation  appointed  a  committee  to  consider  what  might  be 
done  to  insure  compliance  with  the  petition  of  the  Most  Reverend 
incorporators  of  the  Bureau,  as  follows:

Up  to  the  present  time  it  has  not  been  possible  for  this  committee 
to  meet. 

The  Director  of  the  Bureau  was  commissioned  by  His  Eminence 
Cardinal  Gibbons  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Federation  at  New  Or- 
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leans,  November  13-16,  1910,  and  to  ascertain  what  response  might 
be  expected  to  the  appeal  of  the  Most  Reverend  Incorporators  of  the 
Bureau  of  April  28,  1909. 

He  was  invited  to  address  the  delegates,  who  manifested  the  greatest 
interest  in  his  remarks  and  expressed  sympathy  for  the  Indian  cause. 
It  was  decided  that  all  the  Societies  represented  in  the  Federation 
should  be  urged  to  take  particular  interest  in  the  propagation  of  the 
Preservation  Society,  and  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

“Indian  Schools — We  cordially  recommend  to  all  the 
organizations  affiliated  with  the  Federation  the  work  of 
the  Society  for  the  Preservation  of  the  Faith  among 
Indian  Children. 

“The  story  of  the  treatment  of  the  Indians  is  suffi¬ 
ciently  sad,  and  tardy  justice  demands  that  we  should  do 
everything  in  our  power  to  foster  and  extend  the  salu¬ 
tary  work  of  Catholic  education  among  them.  To  the 
Black-gown  the  Indians  owe  their  faith  in  God  and  their 
knowledge  of  the  law  of  Christ.  Let  not  their  children 
be  deprived  of  this  priceless  heritage,  and  therefore  let 
us  further  every  effort  to  maintain  and  increase  it.” 

During  1910  the  Most  Rev.  Archbishops  of  Philadelphia,  New  York 
and  Chicago  sent  out  the  following  letter  to  all  the  pastors  of  their 
respective  archdioceses: 

Rev.  Dear  Father: 

On  April  3rd,  1908,  Our  Holy  Father,  Pius  X, 
by  an  Apostolic  Letter,  commended  to  the  Clergy 
and  to  the  Faithful  of  the  United  States  the  So¬ 
ciety  for  the  Preservation  of  the  Faith  among  Indian 
Children  and  urged  that  this  Society  be  established  in 
every  parish.  To  insure  compliance,  in  this  Archdiocese, 
with  the  expressed  wish  of  the  Holy  Father  and  to  assist 
more  effectively  in  maintaining  the  Catholic  Indian  Mis¬ 
sion  Schools,  the  greater  number  of  which  are  at  the 
present  moment  in  grave  financial  distress,  each  Priest  in 
charge  of  a. parish  in  the  Archdiocese  is  hereby  requested 
to  select  a  suitable  person  of  his  parish,  willing  and  able 
to  act  as  a  Promoter  for  the  “Preservation  Society,”  and 
to  send  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  selected  to 
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the  Bureau  of  Catholic  Indian  Missions,  1326  New 
York  Avenue,  N.  W.,  Washington,  D.  C. 

No  burden  other  than  the  appointing  of  a  Promoter 
and  the  forwarding  to  the  Bureau  of  the  name  and 
address  of  the  Promoter  is  laid  upon  any  pastor,  as  the 
Bureau  and  the  Promoters  will  be  able  to  carry  on  the 
work  without  further  tax  upon  the  time  of  the  parish 
priest. 

Should  any  pastor  send  in  names  of  more  than  one 
Promoter,  it  should  be  understood  that  such  a  course  is 
highly  approved,  though  it  is  not  made  obligatory. 

We  bespeak  for  this  Society  and  its  work  the  good  will 
and  co-operation  of  all  Priests  of  the  Archdiocese,  and 
we  praise  and  commend  those  who  have  heretofore  estab¬ 
lished  the  Preservation  Society  in  their  parishes  or  who 
have  in  any  way  promoted  it.

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SPECIAL  LEGISLATION  EOR  ST.  AGNES’  ACADEMY, 

ARDMORE,  OKLAHOMA. 

The  Sisters  of  Mercy  furnished  board  and  tuition  to  13  Chickasaw 
Indian  pupils  in  their  school  (St.  Agnes’  Academy)  at  Ardmore, 
Oklahoma,  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1903,  under  an  un¬ 
derstanding  with  the  Chickasaw  tribal  authorities  that  adequate  com¬ 
pensation  would  be  given  the  Sisters  for  such  service.  The  claim  of 
the  Sisters  on  this  account,  amounting  to  $1,368,  however,  was 
Ignored  by  the  Chickasaw  authorities,  and  consequently  it  was  not 
possible  to  secure  its  payment  by  the  Indian  Department,  leaving  as 
the  Sisters’  only  recourse  an  appeal  to  Congress.  Accordingly,  during 
the  second  session  of  the  Sixty-first  Congress  the  Bureau  brought  the 
matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Indian  Committees  of  the  House  and 
Senate,  with  the  result  that  provision  was  made  for  the  payment  of 
the  claim  by  the  insertion  of  the  following  item  in  the  Indian  Appro¬ 
priation  Act  for  the  fiscal  year  1911,  approved  April  4,  1910,  to  wit: 

The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  hereby  authorized  to 
pay  from  the  funds  of  the  Chickasaw  Nation  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty-eight  dollars  to  the 
Saint  Agnes  Academy,  of  Ardmiore,  Oklahoma,  balance 
due  for  board  and  tuition  of  Chickasaw  children,  for  the 
year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  three. 

Eollowing  this  action  the  Bureau  secured  the  allowance  of  the  claim 
and  payment  to  the  Sisters  of  the  $1,368  in  question. 


LAND  GRANTS  EOR  INDIAN  MISSIONS  DURING  1910. 

The  Bureau  during  the  second  session  of  the  Sixty-first  Congress 
secured  the  enactment  of  the  following  provision  in  the  Act  approved 
June  25,  1910  (Public,  No.  282) — to  wit: 

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  be  and  he  hereby  is 
authorized  to  permit  any  religious  or  missionary  organi¬ 
zation  having  lands  reserved  for  mission  and  school  pur¬ 
poses  on  the  Yuma  Reservation  in  California  to  select 
irrigable  lands  on  said  reservation  equal  in  area  to,  and 
in  lieu  of,  lands  so  reserved,  and  to  issue  a  patent  in  fee 
therefor — 
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by  virtue  of  which,  in  due  time,  a  patent  in  fee  will  be  issued  to  the  : 
Bishop  of  Monterey  and  Los  Angeles  for  about  3^  acres  of  irrigable 
land  on  the  Yuma  Reservation,  to  be  selected  by  him,  in  lieu  of  the 
same  quantity  of  arid  land  to  which  at  the  present  time  the  Church 
has  the  right  of  temporary  use  and  occupancy.

39,  40  and  41)  and  1909  (pages  23,  24  and  25),  patents  for  mission 
lands  have  been  issued  as  follows :

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RELIGIOUS  WORSHIP  AND  INSTRUCTION  OF  PUPILS  IN 
GOVERNMENT  INDIAN  SCHOOLS. 

The  following  comprehensive  regulations  have  been  issued  by  Com¬ 
missioner  Valentine  with  a  view  to  insure  complete  religious  liberty 
to  the  pupils  of  Government  Schools  and  to  prevent  proselytizing : 

Db:partment  of  the  Interior, 

Office  of  Indian  Affairs. 

March  12,  1910. 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS  FOR  RELIGIOUS  WORSHIP  AND 
INSTRUCTION  OF  PUPILS  IN  GOVERNMENT  INDIAN 
SCHOOLS. 

1.  Pupils  shall  be  directed  to  attend  the  respective 
Churches  to  which  they  belong  or  for  which  their  parents 
or  guardians  express  a  preference. 

2.  Should  a  question  arise  as  to  which  Church  pupils 
belong,  they  shall  be  classed  as  belonging  to  a  certain 
denomination,  as  follows : 

(a)  Those  whose  names  are  to  be  found  on  the  bap¬ 
tismal  record  of  said  denomination,  or  who  have  been 
formally  received  as  members  of  such  denomination,  or 
who  belong  to  families  under  its  instructions,  except 
where  the  children  are  under  18  years  of  age  and  parents 
or  lawful  guardians  make  written  request  that  the  child 
be  instructed  in  some  other  religion. 

(b)  Those  who,  regardless  of  previous  affiliations, 
Christian  or  pagan,  having  attained  the  age  of  18  years, 
desire  to  become  members  of  any  denomination. 

(c)  Those  of  any  religion  whatever,  under  18  years 
of  age  (or  over  that  age,  unless  they  make  voluntary 
protest),  whose  parents  or  lawful  guardians,  by  written 
request,  signify  their  desire  that  their  children  shall  be 
reared  in  a  certain  denomination. 

3.  Ample  provision  shall  be  made  for  the  conveyance 
of  those  who  are  too  young  or  unable  to  walk  in  cases 
where  the  Church  services  are  held  at  a  distance  from 
the  school.  Hours  of  services  are  to  be  agreed  upon  be¬ 
tween  the  attending  •  pastor  .  and  the  superintendent. 
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Where  these  services  cannot  be  held  in  or  near  the  school 

on  Sunday,  the  pupils  must  be  sent  to  Church  on  week 
days,  provided  arrangements  can  be  made  between  the  at¬ 
tending  pastor  and  the  superintendent  so  as  not  to  conflict 
with  regular  school  duties. 

4.  Pupils  shall  not  change  Church  membership  without 
the  knowledge  of  the  superintendent  and  consent  of 
parents  or  guardians. 

5.  Pupils  who  belong  to  no  church  are  encouraged  to 
affiliate  with  some  denomination — preference  being  left 
to  the  pupil  if  he  be  18  years  of  age  or  to  the  parent  or 
guardian  if  the  child  be  under  18  years  of  age. 

6.  Proselyting  among  pupils  by  pastors,  employees,  or 
pupils  is  strictly  forbidden. 

7.  Method  and  promptness  and  a  pervasive  desire  to 
co-operate  with  the  discipline  and  aims  of  the  school 
must  characterize  the  work  of  those  to  whom  the  spir¬ 
itual  interests  of  the  pupils  are  intrusted. 

8.  Two  hours  on  week  days  are  allowed  each  Church 
authority  for  religious  instruction,  the  hours  to  be  decided 
upon  by  superintendent  and  pastor. 

9.  Each  Sunday  all  pupils  belonging  to  a  certain  de¬ 
nomination  shall  attend  the  Sunday  school  taught,  either 
at  the  school  or  in  a  near-by  church,  when  by  mutual 
consent  of  the  attending  pastor  and  superintendent  such 
a  place  has  been  selected. 

10.  Pupils  will  have  every  facility  in  attending  Con¬ 
fession,  preparatory  classes,  and  Communion  by  handing 
their  names  to  their  religious  instructors,  and  these  in 
turn  shall  hand  the  names  to  the  matron  or  discipli¬ 
narian — this  as  a  precaution  to  account  for  the  presence 
of  the  pupil. 

11.  Truancy,  tardiness,  or  misconduct  on  the  part  of 
pupils  attending  Church  or  Sunday  school,  either  away 
from  or  at  the  school,  must  be  promptly  reported  to  the 
superintendent. 

12.  For  special  services  in  Church  or  at  the  school, 
special  permission,  granted  at  least  a  day  in  advance, 
must  always  be  procured  from  the  superintendent. 
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13-  In  the  general  school  assembly  exercises,  as  distin¬ 
guished  from  the  several  Sunday  school  exercises  under 
separate  denominational  control,  the  following  only 
must  be  observed  for  the  strictly  religious  part : 

(a)  Substitute  the  Revised  Version  for  the  King 
James  Version  of  the  Bible,  for  scriptural  readings,  and 
confine  these  to  the  four  Gospels  and  the  Acts  of  the 
Apostles. 

{b)  Either  form  of  the  Lord’s  Prayer  as  given  in  the 
Revised  Version. 

(c)  For  song  exercises  use  the  ‘Varmina  for  Social 
Worship,”  omitting  the  following  hymns :  Nos.  io6,  io8, 
no.  III,  1 19,  161  and  165. 

{d)  These  assembly  exercises  are  to  be  conducted  by 
the  superintendent  of  the  school,  or  some  employee  or 
pupil  designated  by  him ;  but  not  a  minister  or  priest 
unless  the  superintendent  should  be  one,  in  which  case  he 
acts  ex  officio. 

{e)  The  privilege  of  addressing  the  school  at  these 
exercises  will  be  cordially  offered  to  all  ministers  and 
priests ;  but  doctrinal  instructions'  or  denominational 
teachings  must  not  be  permitted. 

14.  Regular  and  compulsory  attendance  is  demanded 
on  the  part  of  all  pupils  at  the  regular  assembly  exercises 
conducted  by  the  superintendent  of  the  school. 

15.  Superintendents  shall  be  required  to  carry  out  these 
regulations.  They  are  required  not  only  to  co-operate 
loyally  with  this  Office  in  holding  the  balances  equally 
between  all  Churches,  granting  them  equal  privileges 
and  excluding  special  privilege,  but  must  not  under  any 
circumstances  allow  their  personal  prejudices  or  Church 
affiliations  to  bias  them  in  any  way.

These  regulations  are  vastly  an  improvement  on  all  preceding  ones, 
and  aim  to  provide  children  with  worship  and  religious  instruction 
in  conformity  to  the  religion  to  which  they,  belong  and  to  do  away 
with  the  requiring  of  any  child  to  attend  religious  exercises  in  which 
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he  can  not  conscientiously  take  part.  The  ‘hion-sectarian”  Sunday 
school  is  at  last  abolished.  Strange  to  say,  a  great  deal  of  difficulty 
has  been  experienced  by  the  Department  in  having  these  regulations 
carried  out,  and  even  at  the  present  time  they  are  evaded  and  ignored 
in  more  than  one  institution.  Strange  to  say,  also,  most  of  the  Prot¬ 
estant  bodies  are  sorely  displeased  with  them,  although  they  give  equal 
rights  to  the  various  denominations.  Why  this  displeasure?  Is  it  be¬ 
cause  under  the  new  regulations  they  cannot  by  means  of  the  ma¬ 
chinery  of  the  State  force  all  children.  Catholics  included,  to  attend 
Protestant  services  and  listen  to  Protestant  discourses  ?
